Davis County reported that they were completing the fall street sweeping program and 
that all of the 4th grade classes have been through the storm water class. 
Derrick Radke from Summit County informed the group that they received a grant from 
EPA to update erosion control measures and illicit discharges. 
Richard Hatfield says Provo City is focusing on education and their annual fall festival    
was very good.
